For a number of years 
these meetings have been held in the 
West,- so that many of the Eastern 
commanderies have been unable to at- 
tend. '-For this reason it is believed 
that most pf the commanderies in 
this section will .welcome the opportu- 
nity to go to. Philadelphia next fall. 
For the past two years the plans for 
the big -affair- have been very much 
in the air because of the war condi- 
tions, the intention being to abandon 
all display if the war continued. \Vith 
the coming of peace there will be a 
groat rush to. secure accommodations 
and make plans for attending the En- 
campment.

FOR THE CITY ELECTION 


With the closing of the city cle/k's 


office on Thursday evening, the clec- 
ion for city officers was practically 
completed, except for the necessary 
'ormality of casting the ballots on 
December 3rd. 
A. nomination this 


year was practically equivalent to an 
election because of the fact that there 
are so few candidates in the Acid. 
Judge Jeremiah P. Mahoney will be 
Newport's next Mayor, no one having 
entered the contest against him. For 
school committee, there arc only five 
candidates for tho four vacancies to 
be filled. For board of aldermen there 
is only one contest, this being in the 
Fourth Ward, where William Will- 
iams and William H. Young are the 
nominees for the vacancy caused by 
the death of Alderman John E. Ix;ddy, 
all the other members of the board 
being unopposed. 


For members of the representative 


council there are nominations enough 
fo insure a full council next year, but 
that is about, all. In the First Ward 
there are exactly thirteen nominees 
for the 13 places, while in the Second 
there arc 14, in the Third 15, in the 
Fourth 15, and in the Fifth 14. Thus 
the voters in the First Ward have but 
two opportunities on the entire ticket 
to make a selection as to whom they 
shall vote for; they can choose be- 
tween two nominees for the school 
committee and two nominees for al- 
derman from the Fourth Ward.

the other wards the voters'have an 
additional choice of only one or two 
members for the representative coun- 


cil- "

KILLED WIFE AND SELF 


CODDINGTON POINT DEVELOP 


MENT 


The construction work on the Cod- 


dington Point addition to the Naval 


Chief Gunner's Mate Roy Slirmon, 


U. S. N., and his wife'were found 
dead from bullet wounds in the board- 
ing place of Mrs. Stirmon on Broad- 
way at an early hour Wednesday 
morning. The shots that ended their 
lives were heard by occupants of the 
house who notified the police, and 
when the room was entered the hus- 
band was already dead and the wife 
died within a few minutes. There is 
no doubt but that Stirmon first shot 
his wife and then turned the revolver 
upon himself. His act was the result 
of domestic troubles. 


Mr. mid Mrs. Stirmon had not b'.en 


living together, the latter having oc- 
cupied a room, on Warner street for 
some time, and having moved to the 
Broadway house a short time ago. 
Tuesday evening she went out with 
her husband and they returned qui- 
etly together. Stirmon left the house, 
.but returned and went to his wife's 
room. 
About 1' o'clock Wednesday 


morning two shots wore fired, and 
the police were at once notified. When 
they arrived they found both the 
young people beyond medical aid. The 
body of Stirmon was removed to the 
Naval hospital and that of his wife to 
the morgue. 


Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Stirmon was 


particularly well known in Newport, 
their 
homes being on the 
Pacific 


coast. Stirmon was a member of the 
Seaman Gunners Class at the Tor- 
pedo Station and would have been 
graduated in about n month. He was 
well iiked by those who knew him. 
Mrs. Stirmon had lived quietly in 
Newport, and had recently applied to 
the Employment Bureau for employ- 
ment as chauffeur.

I fell into this lino and waited my 


turn. Upon nrrlvlng at the desk, In 
front ot me sat a little fat, greasy 
Jew. To describe his manner of ban- 
cling the men ns being Impolite would 
be n groat exaggeration. The way he 
handled thnt line of human cattla 
would do the kalFcr's heart good. 


!t fame my turn, nnd this conversa- 


tion onsiied: 


"What do you know about horsesi" 
I answered: "Six yean In li.o United 


nnd I answered: "You're a damned 
llnr," I -'saw my chances' of'Shipping 
vanishing In smoke.- - 


Tho Jew-grinned nnd rubber! his 


)iiinri..i aud..snUj! "You're, all right, 
Go.lnto that room nnd get a card made, 
out, and come back nt two o'clock." 


I received n. card,and went to a 


beanery ncross;the street..and had, a 
wonderful men I of corned, beef .hash, 
muddy coffee nnd huge" slices of breed, 
minus butter, This cost ino fifteen 
cents.

At two o'clock I reported back, anil 


with seventy-two olhers wns herded 
llko cattle, and In a long, straggling 
lino, flanked by three pf the employees 
of tho agency,• we marched to the 
ferry and landed ''Eoniewhe.ro In Now 
Jersey."

Tho ship, a huge three-stacker, WB) 


lying alongside. We were shoved Intc 
single file, ready to go up the gang- 
plank. 
Then our real examination 


took place. At the foot of tho gang- 
plank were a group of men around a 
long table. 
They certainly put •. UJ 


through a third degree to find out li 
thero was nny German. blood In us, 
Several men were turned down.- Luck- 
ily, I got through arid signed for the 
voyage, and went on board. / ! 


f- At the head'of the gangplank' stood] 
the toughest specimen of humanity I 
have ever seen. He looked like a huge 


• gorilla; nnd had a'blg, crescent-shaped, 


livid scar running from his left ear 
under hls-chln up to his-right eye. 
Every- time'he. spoke, the, edges-of the. 
scar seemed to grow white. His nose 
wns broken and he had huge, shaggy 
eyebrows. 'H!s hand was resting on 
the rail of tho ship; It lobkctl like n 
ham, and Inwardly I figured out what 
would happen to me if thnt ham-Ilka 
fist ever came In contact with tho 
point of my Jaw. . As we passed him 
he showered us with a few compli- 
mentary rcinnrks, such as "Of nil the 
lousy scum I have seen, this bunch of 
lubbers Is the worst, nnd this is what 
they give mo to hike thirteen hundred 
horses over to Bordeaux." Later on 
1 found this Individual was foreman of 
the horse gang. • 


We were ordered aft and sat on the 


after'hatch. The fellow on my right 
was n huge, blus-gummed negro. He 
was continually scratching himself. 
I unconsciously cased away from him 
and bumped Into the fellow sitting on 
my left 
After n good look nt him I 


ec.scd back ngnln In the direction of 
the negro. I don't think that he had 
taken n bath since escaping from the 
cradle. : •'Right then my uppermost 
thought was how I could duck this 
trip to France. The general conversa- 
tion 
among the horse gang was: 


"When do we eat?" 


We must Iinve sat there abdiit twenty 


minutes, when the-second foreman 
..Kiin aft. I took fifteen guesses at his 
;i'.i:n[inllty, and at last came to tho 
••.:i;Mnslon thnt he was a cross between 
n Chinaman and a Mexican. He was 
thin, about six feet tall, and wore a 
huge sombrero. His skin wns tanned 
the color of leather. Every time he 
smiled I hnd the Impression that the 
next minute he would plant B stiletto 
In my back. His name was Plnero. 
His Introduction to us wns very brief: 
"Get up off of that blankety blank 
hatch and line up against the rail." 
We did as ordered. Then he com-, 
manlier!: 
"All the niggers line up 


alongside, of the port rail." I guess a 
lot of them'did not know what he 
meant by the "port rail" because thej| 
looked very much bewildered. With 
an oath-he snapped out 
"You blank- 


ety blank idiots. The port roll Is that 
rail over there. Come on. Move or 
I'll soon move you." .He looked well 
able to do this and the niggers prompt- 
ly shuffled over to the place designat- 
ed. He qnlckly divided ns into squads 
of twelve men, then ordered; "All of 
you"who are deserters from the nrmyi 
or who have, seen service In the cav- 
alry step out In front." Four others 
besides myself stepped.ont. Tlie first 
man he came to he Informed: "You're 
a straw boss. Do you know:whnt a 
Etraw boss is?" This man^raeekly 
answered. "No, sir." With another, 
oath, 'the second foreman snld: "All 
right, you're not a straw boss; fall 
back." 
I got the cue Immediately. 


My turn came next. 


"Do you "know what a straw boss 


Is?" 


I said: "Sure." 
He ssld: "AI! right, yon're c straw 


boss." 


I had not the least Idea of what 


he was talking about, but made np 
my mind that It would not take me 
long to find out. Then he passed 
down the line, picking out straw 
bosses. I asked one of the men In my 
gang vrhat'were the duties of a straw 
boss. 
He had been over with horses 


before, and told me that a straw boss 
meant to t>e In charge of the gang to 
feed the horaea and to draw and keep 
careful check on the straw, hay, oats 
and bran. Having served In the cav- 
alry, this Job, a« I figured, would ba 
regular pie for me. 


la about an houf and a halfs time 


Plnero hnd selected his straw bosses 
and divided the men Into gnriga, and 
assigned us to our quarters on the 
ship. These quarters were between 
decks nnd very much crowded; the 
stench was awful. Iron bunks, three 
deep, with filthy and lousy mattresses 
f>n them, were set Into the sides of the 
ship. 
Thc atmosphere In that dirty 


hole turned my stomach and 1 wns 
longing for the fresh air of the deck. 
A dirty bum, with tobacco running 
out of the corner of his mouth, turned 
to mo nnd asked: "Do the grayhncka 


argument and 'leave the other fellow 
alone.'! Upcn hearing this'ho squirted 
n well-dlreeled stream of tobacco Juice 
through, his front ,tee!h, which landed 
on my. shoe.

The foreman, on feeing this ac- 
clilenl, snapped out a -longj'slrlnB of 
curses, which almost froze my heart. - 


Swung on His Jaw With My Fist. 


and swung on big Jaw with my flst 
His-head went up against the' Iron 
bunk, with a sickening sound nnd he 
crumpled up and fell on the deck, the 
blood pouring from the cut In his bond. 
I felt sick and faint'thinking that he 
had been killed, but It would not do 
to show these signs of weakness on 
my part, so w'.thout even moving to- 
ward him I ordered one of the men to 
look,him over nnd seo If he was nil 
right. He soon came around. 
From, 


that time on lie was the most faithfulV 
man In the section and greatly respect- 
ed me. The rest of the men growled 
and mumbled and L thought I was In 
for n terrible beating. Lying close at 
hand wns an Iron spike about eighteen 
Inches long. Grasping this, I turned to 
the rest, trying to be as tough as 1 
possibly could:

"If nny of the rest of you bums

Now every man wns smoking' or 


chewing tobacco. Pretty soon the hold 
became thick with smoke, and I was 
gasping for breath, when the voice of 
the foreman came down the compan- 
lonway: 


"Turn out on.deck nnd give a hand 


loading the horses. Look alive or I'll 
come down -there and rouse yon out 
pretty 
quick." 


We needed no second Invitation and 


lined up on the deck. I looked over 
the rail. On the dock were hundreds 
of the sorriest looking specimens of 
horse flesh I have ever laid eyes on. 
These horses were In groups of ten 
or twelve, being held by horsemen from 
the New Jersey stockyards. A lot of 
the men who hnd shipped as horse- 
men had never led a horse In their life, 
and It was pitiful to seo their fear. 


The foreman let out a volley of oaths 


for, them to move quickly, and they de- 
cided to accept the lesser evil nnd take 
a chance with the horses. . 


Then the work of loading com- 


menced. 


I have been In n cn*nlry regiment 


when hurry-up orders were received to 
entrain for the Mexican border and 
helped to load eleven -hundred 'horses' 
on trains."' The confusion on that dock 
was'Indescribable. . The horses were 
loaded by three runways. My gong 
and I were detailed on the after run-, 
wny. The" foreman was.leaning over 
thp rail, glaring down upon us and 
now and then giving instructions mixed 
with .horrible oaths. He had a huge 
mnrllnspikc In his hand. On the dock 
wnf> the second foreman, in his lurge 
sombrero, a red "neckerchief around 
his neck, wearing n blue shirt with the 
sleeves rolled up to the elbows, and 
In his right hand n colled lariat It 
did. one's heart good to see him rope 
the horses which broke loose. Upon 
notching his first performance I knew 
I was correct when I figured him ns 
having Mexican blood In his veins. 


A bleary-eyed drunk was trying to 


lead n horse by the halter up our run. 
lie was looking back at the horse, at 
the fame lime tugging and Jerking on 
the halter. You could see the white 
In the horse's eyes, and I knew Tight 
nway, from my experience with horsea, 
that this was a bat! one, or, as we 
would term him In the cavalry, an 
"outlaw." The drunk was cursing and 
swearing and kicking np at the horse's 
hoail. The foreman saw this and di- 
rected his barrage at the offender.

Turn 
your back to him, you lousy bum. You 
nre blocking the whole run. Turn 
your back to him, I say. You can't 
lend him that way. If I come down 
there to you, I'll soon show you how 
to get him aboard." 


Thc bleary-eyed one became bewil- 


dered and In his ejccllrment lost his 


"What did I (ell you?" Didn't I tell 


you not to look nt hiiri? -I knew you 
would get It, n,ni] •« damned good Job, 
too; blocking that run with your fool 
tricks."

Thc pale-faced man kept on with his 


examination, without paying any atten- 
tion to the foreman's inslructlons. The 
foremnn got blue In the face and bub- 
bled over with rage.

When I came to, I was lying In my 
bunk In the hold; I had an' awfal 
headache.

side -and knew we were under way, 
Ilight then and there I. decided -never 
ngrJn, -especially while aboard shlp,.to. 
interfere .with, the foreman. Among 
thnt gong of human wrecks and cut- 
throats It waV every ,man for himself, 


•I guess the second foremsn"f'sii1)fcd'r" 


nil right, ihcrawe; he;• vouchsafed, no 
answer. My heart .\vimucU to "Doc" 
Casey nnd I slluueil away unobserved. 


.The .next morning the doctor fixed. 
H-: ui>. wllji cpurt plaster.,timl. I. was 
n.sinllcd ns iis>!.stuiil veU'rlnmUm nt 
JO for the trip.

Innch dogs. 
Carrying light lunches 


nnd coffee, and even cartridges for the 
men In the first-line trenches when 
. the combat Is hot and protracted, these 
.'splendidly trained dogs are more cer- 
' tain to get through barrages than men. 


Each dog Is equipped with a sort of 
double bag, strapped tight over its 
body and provided with .numerous 
pockets for food, coffee cans, ammuni- 
tion and..other supplies. • 


It is at the military dog training 


grounds at Paris that dogs are pre- 
pared for this sen-Ice. Not only are 
these four-legged couriers tnught to 
avoid the enemy and beware of tricks, 
but also to crawl on their stomachs in 
order to escape flying bullets. Special 
masks are provided for these dogs 
when they must pass through a poison 
gas area.

' Washington.—Bernard M. Baruch, 
chairman of the war Industries hoard, 
has Issued an order affecting every re- 
tall 
Etore throughout 
the 
United 


States. All merchants arc directed to 
reduce their consumption of wrapping 
paper, bags, paper boxes, stationery, 
etc., to whut Is absolutely necessary. 


The necessity for this order became 


apparent when it was realized that 
the government would soon be obliged 
to divert to the ammunition manufac- 
turers a large quantity of chemical 
pulp formerly used In making wrap- 
ping, tissue, book nnd other strong pa- 
pers. The Increasing production of 
ammunition and tho short cotton crop 
make this necessary. 


Ask Public to Co-Operate. 


The co-operation of the public In 


complying with tills ruling can be 
counted upon, If they are properly In- 
formed that it Is necessary as a war 
measure/ To secure this co-operation 
merchants should place placards In 
their windows calling attention to the 
order of the war Industries board. 
Gummed labels bearing tho . slogan, 
"Don't Waste Paper," should be used 
on all packages and attention should 
be directed to the government order In 
newspaper advertising. 


In addition to the discontinuance of 


unnecessary wrapping, consumption of 
wrapping paper can ie reduced by the 
following 'methods: 


Do not use more, paper than'neces- 


sary to wrap merchandise. 


Do not use heavier paper than nec- 


essary. 
Consult your paper, denier ns 


to ttie most serviceable and economical 
grade. 


Use the old paper taken from par- 


cels delivered to you. 


Use newspapers when possible.

Sugar-beet growers 'should uilllzo 


more live stock. The stock utilizes 
by-products of sugar-beet growing— 
tho tops and-pulp—and Increases tl>e 
growers' profits, but there Is another 
reason—-Ihe nation needs more meat 
as well as sugar. The combination of 
stock robing mid sugar-beet growing, 
while beneficial to farmers will also 
benefit, the nation. Live stock on the 
sugar-beet farm constUutcs an Impor- 
tant factor In success of beet grow- 
ing from two standpoints; 
(1) The 


utilization of beet tops and pulp to 
the best advantage,' and (2) the pro- 
duction of stable or barnyard manure, 
which can bo used to pnrleh the soil. 
The feeding operations should be lo- 
cated on the farms where the best 
tops are produced. When practicable, 
the pulp should be handled with frame 
and fed. There should be available 
labor fur handling the stock, and oth- 
er feeding stuffs used'in'combination 
with the pulp and tops should be.ob- 
tainable. " 
• • • - . - • 


Good Feed for Stock. 


. Sugar-beet tops and pulp are good 
feed for many kinds of live stock In- 
cluding chickens, hogs, sheep, cattle, 
and,- to some' extent, horses. Gener- 
ally, the tops arid pulp'are fed to 
sheep and cattle. They niny be pas- 
tured off, a process which consists In 
turning the live stock Into the,beet 
field after the 'beets'have been har- 
vested and the roots removed. Tho 


' tops are 
left 
scattered over the 


ground, nnd this method of feeding 
results in the ground being more or 
less trampled. Sheep especially are in- 
clined to travel more generally in 
paths, thereby trampling the ground 
unevenly. In no case should the pas- 
turing of the tops be permitted when 
the ground Is wet, since the ground 
itself would be seriously Injured by 
trampling In that condition nnd many 
of the tops wpuld he wasted by being 
trampled Into the ground. While live 
stock thrives on beet tops and pulp, 
other feed must be used In finishing 
the nnlinnls for the market 
Beet 


tops, especially the crowns, contain 
considerable mineral matter, which Is 
beneflclnl to live stock, but It should 
not be fed In too large quantities. 


Aside from pasturing the.tops, they 


are sometimes allowed to core partly 
and are then gathered 
Into piles, 


hauled to the feed yard and fed In 
racks. This is' u much more economi- 
cal method than pasturing, but It In- 
volves the additional expense of gath- 
ering and hauling. The top's may also 
be used as .ensilage. 
When chopped 


.with straw, cornstalks or other rough- 
age excellent silage Is produced.
